U.S. Fishing Rights 


A government - backed bill has been 
introduced in the Canadian senate to 
establish 12-mile fishing zones off Can­ 
ada's coasts. Under 
it 
the 
govern­ 
ment would set a territorial zone of 
three miles and a fishing zone extend­ 
ing nine miles further. 
Canadian trawlers more than 65 feet 
It rig are currently prohibited under 
regulations aimed at conservation from 
dropping their nets and lines within the 
12-mile limit. But. because of tradition­ 
al fishing rights, United States trawlers 
can do so. This situation has long rank­ 
led Canadian fishermen. 
Ancient treaty rights, which t h e 
United States obtained in perpetuity 
from Great Britain in 1818 permitting 
American trawlermen to fish within the 
territorial three-mile limit in certain 
well - defined areas, will remain un­ 
touched. These areas are off the west 
coast of Newfoundland, off Labrador, 
and around the Magdalen Islands in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
Similar treaty 
rights, 
dating from 
1713 and modified in 1904. are enjoyed 
by France. Fishermen from that coun­ 
try cross the 
Atlantic 
and 
operate 
from the French islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon, off the south coast of 
Newfoundland. Thev have inshore fish- 
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ing 
privileges 
on the 
west coast of 
Newfoundland and on 
parts of t h e 
northeast coast of the island province. 
The tederal government has no inten­ 
tion of reneging on these obligations. 
The m a t t e r of so-called historic 
rights, as distinct from treaty rights, 
is more delicate. Countries writh histor­ 
ic rights include, in 
addition 
to the 
United States, F r a n c e. Spain, Por­ 
tugal, Norway, Denmark and I t a l y . ; 
Trawlers from these countries operate 
in the Canadian three-to-12 mile limit. I 
The Canadian government viewpoint is 
that an adjustment period of perhaps i 
IO years will be necessary for such na­ 
tions to give up their historic rights. 
But Russian and Japanese trawler 
fleets wrhich have been encroaching on 
Canadian grounds in increasing num­ 
bers in recent years (they have neither 
treaty nor historic rights) are expect­ 
ed to be the biggest losers. 
The United States market accounts 
for 75 per cent of Canada's fish exports, 
amounting to $157 million. Conditions 
unacceptable to American 
fishermen 
could have serious repercussions, as Ot­ 
tawa must be aware. Some congress­ 
men in Washington are watching t h i s 
developing situation closely.

Dear Mrs. T.: Even to those 
well versed in the intricacies 
of blood groupings, RH factors 
can become confusing.

F o r 
sometimes patients and

families are so tense that they 
actually misunderstand even the 
•simplest explanation. 


The letters “ RH” were chos­ 
en because the original studies 
were performed on the RHesus 
monkey. 
All people have as one of their 
blood components an RH fac­ 
tor. Most people are RH posi­ 
tive. A few are RH negative. 
A newborn baby will not be 
affected when the mother and 
father are both RH positive, or 
when they are both RH nega­ 
tive. 
If the mother is RH positive 
and the father RH negative, the 
newborn baby will still not be 
affected. 
It is only when the mother is 
RH negative and the father is 
RH positive that strict observa­ 
tion during pregnancy is im­ 
portant. 
Then if the baby growing in 
the womb of the mother has in­ 
herited the father’s RH positive 
factor, a complex phenomenon 
occurs that may produce ane­ 
mia and jaundice at birth. 
It is interesting to note that 
the first born child is rarely, 
if ever, an RH baby. 
A scientific explanation may 
satisfy intellectual curiosity. 
Potential parents of an RH 
baby, however, need also the 
assurance that this condition is 
today controllable with safety 
and without any permanent ef­

NBC Computer 


NEW YORK (AP)—The Asso­ 
ciated Press and NBO News en­ 
tered into an agreement today 
to pro/ide to Associated Press 
members 
“NBC’s 
electronic 
vote analysis” of elections. 
Tile announcement was made 
Jointly by William R. McAn- 
drew, executive vice president 
in charge of NBC News, and 
Wes Gallagher, general manag­ 
er of The Associated Press. 
The 
National 
Broadcasting 
Co.’s service, called “electronic 
vote analysis,” utilizes a bank 
of RCA 301 and RCA 3301 com­ 
puters to furnish extensive data 
explaining and comparing the 
results in the presidential elec­ 
tion—nationally, and by state— 
and in all gubernatorial and 
senatorial races. The material 
will be used by AP in its daily 
news report to its 8,000 mem­ 
bers and subscribers around the 
world. 
The Associated Press will con­ 
tinue its traditional comprehen­ 
sive vote tabulations of all races 
in all states separately from 
NBC’s tabulation. 
“Use of our EVA data by the 
world's foremost wire service is 
testimony to its effectiveness, as 
demonstrated in NBC News 
coverage of the Oregon primary 
elections last Friday,” McAn- 
drew said. 
“This 
analysis 
of 
voting 
trends and speedy interpretation 
cf returns brings to Associated 
Press members the advantages 
of the latest electronic tech 
niques to supplement The Asso 
elated Press’s basic task of tab 
ulating election results on local 
and national levels,” Gallagher 
said. 
“To gather this information 
manually would take months of 
work and tens of thousands of 
man hours,” he added. “By use 
of electronic vote analysis this 
information will be available 
election night.” 
Although the agreement with 
The Associated Press is exclu 
sive, NBC News may, at its dis 
cretion, provide the same serv 
ice directly to AP newspaper 
members.

WASHINGTON (AP) —Ala­

George C. Wallace has proved 
nis point: There is wide opposi­ 
tion to President Johnson’s civil 
bights bill to give Negroes equal 
treatment in many spheres of 
American life. 
This is what he said he want­ 
ed to prove when he entered 
the presidential primaries in 
Wisconsin, Indiana and Mary­ 
land, where a victory would 
have let him capture their dele­ 
gates to the Democratic Nation­ 
al Convention. 
He lost in all three in running 
against stand-ins for Johnson* 
In Wisconsin to Gov. John W 
Reynolds; in Indiana to Gov. 
Matthew E. Welsh; and Tues­ 
day in Maryland to Sen. Daniel 
B. Brewster. 
B ut-in 
Wisconsin 
he 
got 
about 34 per cent of the Demo­ 
cratic vote, in Indiana about 30 
per cent and in Maryland rough­ 
ly 40 to 45 per cent 
His main appeal was against 
the civil rights bill—now stuck 
for ll weeks in the Senate be­ 
cause of a Southern filibuster 
against it. 
It is too soon to say what ef­ 
fect his showing, particularly 
in Maryland, will have on the 
bill. But it will fortify the South­ 
erners who can say now with 
good evidence that they’re not 
alone in wanting it killed. 
If the 
supporters 
of civil 
rights can take any solace from 
the results of Wallace’s three 


campaigns it is this: In all 
three states the majority of the 
voters were against him. 
Probably very few of the peo­ 
ple voting in these primaries 
have read the civil rights bill 
in its entirety or, if they have, 
could claim to understand all 
its legal implications. 
Wallace combined his attack 
on civil rights with an appeal 
to those who see, or think they 
see, the encroachment of social- 
.sm in American life. 
He said at one rally: “This 
bill 
would take over every 
home, farm, business, and labor 
union in your state. The left­ 
wingers want to drive this coun­ 
try straight to socialism.” 
Knowing that liberals, favor­ 
ing civil rights legislation, were 
against him, Wallace’s appeal 
was to conservatives and rac­ 
ists. He said he expected to get 
a vote which would knock the 
liberals’ “eyeteeth” out. 
Always he argued the civil 
rights bill is an invasion of 
states’ rights. 
Putting equal 
treatment for Negroes in double 
Harness with states’ rights was 
probably especially helpful to 
Wallace in Maryland. 
That state has been up to its 
neck in the states’ rights issue. 
One of the cases in which the 
Supreme Court ruled out official 
prayers in public schools came 
irom Baltimore. The Maryland

Coin Thieves 


Leave 'Junk' 


Items Behind 


CLEVELAND (AP) — “They 
left the junk and took the good 
things,” is the way a Shaker 
Heights coin collector described 
burglars who cracked a safe 
and took an estimated $200,000 
in rare coins over the weekend. 
John Fay, owner of Jdm Fay 
enterprises, 
said 
today 
that 
virtually his entire collection 
was taken from his office. 
The FBI has entered the In­ 
vestigation on the possibility 
that the coins were taken across 
a state line. Fay has offered a 
$25,000 reward Dor information 
leading to the capture of the 
burglars and return of the coms. 
Among the missing coins were 
30 rolls of 1950 D series nick 
els, worth $900 a roll. Also tak­ 
en, Fay said, were three $20 
gold pieces, dated 1870, 1877 and 
1876, respecetively. Some were 
in “pl if condition,” Fay said 
“They were a special struck 
coin with a particularly sharp 
cut edge and had an outstand­ 
ing brilliance.'* 
He described an 1868 large 
one-cent piece, also stolen, as 
“quite rare with no estimated 
value.” 


Dirksen, Kennedy and a biparti­ 
san group of senators reached 
agreement on the package of 
amendments.

Dirksen has proposed numer­ 
ous technical changes but con­ 
centrated his efforts in two 
areas. In both, his ideas have 
oeen incorporated in tile com­ 
promise amendment package, 
at least in part. 
One of his efforts is to cut 
back on the government’s pow­ 
er to file suits to enforce the 
bill. 
The other is to write into the 
bill specific language reserving 
to the states the right to act 
exclusively for definite time per 
iods where states have laws 
covering the same subject as 
some titles in the bill. 
So far, despite all the talk of 
amendments, no change has 
been made in the bill which 
cleared the House 290 to 130 on 
Feb. IO. 
As it stands now one of the 
most controversial provisions is 
the one dealing with public ac­ 
orn modations. 
The House version states that 
all persons must be given ac­ 
cess to specified establishments 
without regard to race, color, 
religion or national origin. 
Named are hotels and motels 
—except for small owner-oper­ 
ated establishments with five 
rooms or less for rent—restaur­ 
ants, amusement places, gaso­ 
line stations and establishments 
located within erne of the pre 
ceding types or serving their pa 
rrons. 
Bima fide private clubs would 
not be covered unless their fa­ 
cilities were open to the public 
tor dining or overnight accom­ 
modation. 
Any establishment would be 
opened to all persons even lf it 


The bill now provides for en­ 


forcement through filing of an 
enforcement suit by the ag- 
grieved person or the attorney 
genera!. 
Under the Dirksen amend­ 
ment package, this would be 
changed so that the attorney 
genera; could file only if a pat­ 
tern of discrimination existed. 
Otherwise, the individual would 
have to sue. 
Under the House bill, the at­ 
torney general, before bringing 
a suit, would have to refer a 
complaint to a state or local 


agency for corrective action lf 
one existed. 
Dirksen proposes to write in

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NEW YORK (AP) - A big 
battle is rumbling over pay 
television. 
At stake is perhaps the future 
of commercial television, the 
kind that beams programs free 
into the nation’s sets. 
Already in the fight are citi­ 
zen’s 
groups,

ciation of Broadcasters. On the 
sidelines are the federal govern­ 
ment, the major television net­ 
works and television executives. 
What is involved? 
Mainly a new company called 
Subscription 
Television,

Jr., former president of the Na­ 
tional Broadcasting Co. Weaver 
says he aims to turn pay tele­ 
vision from a novelty into a pay­ 
ing business. 
The job will take considerable 
salesmanship. Many Americans 
today shrug off pay television 
with the question: Why should 
I pay to see television w'hen I 
can see it now for free? 
“Quality,” answer pay tele­ 
vision spokesmen.

The major television networks 
and the National Association of 
Broadcasters claim successful 
pay television eventually would 
buy away the best of the talent 
from free television, making the 
public pay for what it used to 
see for nothing. 
The National Broadcasting Co. 
and Columbia Broadcasting Sys­ 
tem say one thing is certain: If 
pay television proves to be an 
overwhelming competitive force, 
they will join it. 
“Eventually,” says Leroy Col­ 
lins, president of the National 
Association 
of 
Broadcasters, 
“pay television, could actually 
destroy free television as we 
know it today.” 
The first repercussions are 
due this summer in California. 
Starting in July, Subscription 
Television, Inc., plans to bring 
three channels of closed-circuit 
pay television to at least 7,000 
homes in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. By the end of this 
year the company hopes to have 
70,000 sets in the two cities 
wired for pay television: in five 
years, 1.5 million sets in Cali­ 
fornia and IO million in the na­ 
tion. 
“In IO years,” said Weaver in 
an interview here, “half of the 
sets in the nation could be re­ 
ceiving pay television.” 
So far, pay television hasn't 
proved itself. Other pay televi­ 
sion operations in Chicago in 
1957 didn’t last. 
Two pay television stations op­ 
erate today. One, near Toronto, 
Canada, began in 1961 with 5,000 
subscribers and now has 3,500.

A. Phlebitis, which simply means that a vein has be­ 
come congested and inflamed, is not something that can 
be cleared up overnight. Drugs help subdue the initial 
inflammation and possible infection but after that it may 
be largely a matter of staying off the leg as much as 
possible until normal reparative processes take over. 
This may require a longer period of rest than you think 
you can afford, but don’t go against your doctor’s orders. 
Phlebitis it stubborn and you certainly don’t want to 
risk unnecessary prolongation of the illness.

LEEDS, England (A P )-Its 
just over IO years since Prof. 
Owen Lattimore—then lecturer 
in Chinese history at Johns Hop­ 
kins University—was caught in 
the turmoil of the McCarthy 
era rows, accused of being 
Soviet agent. 
Today he lives a quiet life in 
England, remote from political 
controversy, the troubles of the, 
50s just a memory. In one way j 
he's started life again. 
Last summer, Lattimore left; 
Johns 
Hopkins 
University,! 
where lie had worked for 251 
years, to head a new depart ! 
ment of Chinese 
studies 
at 
Leeds University. 
“I like it here,” lie says, and 
leans far back in his heavy of­ 
fice chair and the smoke from 
his pipe curls around his sandy 
hair. “It's not given to many 
men at 64 to be starting some­ 
thing new like I am. Most aca­ 
demics at my age are running 
clown like unwound clocks.” 
He dresses in hairy Scottish 
twreed jackets and comes to his 
office each day from his nearby 
village home, which has the 
picturesque name of the Old 


Rose Cottage. He lives there 
with his wife Eleanor. They 
have a son, David, now at Yale. 
To Lattimore now his trials of 
the McCarthy days are memo­ 
ries ho d rather forget. He says 
he bears no grudges, still re­ 


gards the United States as his 
nome, and plans to go back 
there when he retires in 1967.

Lattimore was branded by Wis­ 
consin Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy

Ponies for horse show pur- 
p o s e s are 
those 
individual 
pony measuring 14 hands 2 
inches in height or less (I hand 
equals 4 inches). 
Those that stand higher than 
this are considered to be horses, 
with a few exceptions in the Ara­ 
bian, 
Morgan, 
and 
quarter 
horse breeds. A pony or horse 
is measured from the highest 
p o i n t of its withers to 
the 
ground. 
Ponies are shown under sad­ 
dle only by junior exhibitors. 
Both junior and adult exhibitors 
are a l l o w e d t o show them in 
harness. 
Ponies for horse show pur­ 
poses are included in most di­ 
visions of the larger and better 
horse shows. 
The 
subject of 
ponies and 
their classifications is compli­ 
cated. Information listed h e r e 
will be limited to the most pop­ 
ular classes of this region. 


PARADE PONIES — these 
can be of any breed or combina­ 
tion of breeds but are usually 
of hackney, saddle horse a n d 
Welch 
breeding 
combinations. 
They are ridden by junior ex­ 
hibitors and are shown under a 
stock saddle with silver, Mexi­ 
can, or other appropriate equip­ 
ment. 
The gaits are an annimated 
walk, and the parade gait which 
is a slow high trot that does not 
exceed 5 miles per hour. 
They are required to halt and 
to stand quietly from both the 
walk and parade gait. They are 
judged on manners, 
perform­ 
ance 
and 
conformation. 
The 
tack and e q u i p m e n t used 
on these ponies can amount to 
several thousands of d o l l a r s 
and frequently costs far more 
than the pony. 
* • • 
THREE GAITED PONIES — 
Three g a i t e a saddle ponies 
shown under English tack fol­ 
low the standards and specifi­ 
cations of similar classes f o r 
horses. They must be ridden by 
a junior exhibitors and have a 
roched main and tail. 
They 
should have the conformation, 
the graceful trot and easy can­ 
ter typical of the saddle horse 
breed. 
They are shown at a walk, 
trot and canter and are judged 
on manners, quality and per­ 
formance in this order. The per­ 
centage applied to each is left 
to the discretion of the judge. 
It is possible that a pony with 
perfect m a n n e r s may place 
higher in an entry than one that 
has 
better conformation 
and 
way-of-going. • • * 
ROADSTER PONIES — The 
roadster can be any breed or 
combination of b r e e d s but 
should rese hie the standbred 
horse (harness race horse) in 
conformation and way-of-going 
They should have an attractive 
appearance, well balanced con­ 
formation, and manners which 
make them a safe risk in the 
ring. 
It shall be serviceably sound 
and is 
shown 
with 
quarter 
boots (white leather appliances 
placed around the two front feet 
to protect the heels of the front 
feet from being struck by the 
rear feet at speed gaits). They 
are 
judged 
on 
performance 
speed, quality, 
and 
manners. 
The percentage applied to each 
is left to the discretion of the 
judge. 
The gait used for judging is 
the trot which will be at 3 dif­ 
ferent speeds; the jog, road gait 
and full speed (three speeds of 
trotting). They 
enter the ring 
clockwise at the jog, and then 
are asked to turn counter-clock­ 
wise staying at the jog; showing 
the road gait when a s k e d for; 
then to trot at speed. 
Roadster classes are the only 
horses entering the show ring 
on the left side. This is due to 
the method of training standard- 
bred race h o r s e s in which 
they are driven the reverse way 
of the t r a c k until they have 
had sufficient speed to be turn­ 
ed around and trained for maxi­ 
mum speed. 
This procedure is used for 
three reasons in the show ring, 
first it is the training custom; 
second, to warm them up before 
they are asked to go their max­ 
imum speed; 
and third, the 
drivers are perhaps jockeying 
for an advantageous position. 
They should be able to go at 
all gaits both ways of the ring 
if requested to do so by the 
judge. 
Animation, 
brilliance 
a n d 
presence 
should 
characterize 
the roadster at a jog and road 
gait, and must go in form at the 
speed gait. 
Pacing or 
mixed 
gaits and horses that pace or 


rack the turns, and break and 
run on the turns shall be penal­ 
ized. 
They should be on the rail at 
all times except when passing 
and shall go to the end of each 
corner 
without 
side 
reining. 
Road ponies are shown to two 
wheel vehicles with wire wheels 
and the attire of the driver shall 
be stable colors, cap and jacket 
to match. Junior and adult ex­ 
hibitors may show these ponies. 
• * • 
HARNESS SHOW PONIES — 
Harness show ponies may be of 
any breed or combination of 
breeds with a long mane and 
an undocked tail. The vehicle 
is either a Viceroy or a minia­ 
ture fine harness buggy. Over­ 
checks (rein over the poll of the 
head to the hook on the sad­ 
dle) are not permitted. Harness 
ponies shall not be over 12 hands 
2 inches in h e i g h t and these 
ponies are not allowed to be 
shown in the hackney p o n y 
division. 
They are shown at a trot and 
excessive speed is neither re­ 
quired nor expected. The gaits 
asked for are a park pace and 
‘.‘show your pony” which desig­ 
nates a smart trot. They are re­ 
quired to make at least 3 rounds 
of the ring, reverse and show 
in the o p p o s i t e direction. In 
work outs every entry shall be 
shown both ways of the ring. 
Harness ponies are shown by 
both 
j u n i o r exhibitors and 
adults. They are judged on per­ 
formance, q u a l i t y , and man­ 
ners. 
• • * 
WESTERN SHOW PONIES— 
These classes are open to stal­ 
lions, mares, or geldings. They 
shall be animated, well man­ 
nered and go collected. Color­ 
ful appearance of both horse 
and rider is essential and may 
be of any color or breed and 
shall have full manes and tails. 
The tack shall be the same as 
that used on parade ponies and 
the attire of the rider shall be 
western clothing. Curb Chains 
are optional and the qualifying 
gaits are walk, trot, and canter. 
These ponies are ridden by a 
junior exhibitor and are judged 
on 60 per cent performance and 
manners, and 40 per cent 
on 
conformation and soundness.

(AP) - U.S. 
security agents have dug more 
than 41' secret microphones out 
of the walls of the American 
Embassy building in Moscow 
during the past month and are 
searching for others which may 
still be hidden in the building. 
Officials are investigating to 
determine if any important se­ 
cret information was obtained 
by the Soviets through the mi­ 
crophone network. 
Ambassador Foy D. Kohler 
has made a formal protest to 
the Soviet government over the 
listening devices. 
The story of the hidden m i­ 
crophones was disclosed by the 
State Departm ent Tuesday. 
A 
statem ent by the departm ent’s 
security chief, G. Marvin Gen­ 
tile, said indications are the de­ 
vices were “placed in the build­ 
ing piior to its occupancy by 
the United States” l l years ago 
The building was assigned to 
tile United States by the Soviet 
government for use as an em­ 
bassy in 1952 and was occupied 
in the spring of 1953. 
Officials said that not counting 
the newly found network, since 
1949 more than 130 listening de 
vices 0-* various types were dis­ 
covered and removed from U.S. 
Embassy buildings in Moscow 
and 
other 
Eastern 
European 
capitals. 
They 
said 
any 
information 
losses which may have occurred 
through the microphone network 
were probably limited by “ the 
measures taken for protection 
agains* such a possibility.” 


Tills apparently referred to

for
